STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 

Applicants express their appreciation to Examiner Robert L. Nasser 
for the courtesy of an interview, which was granted to Applicants' representative, 
Sanford T. Colb (Reg. No. 26,856). The interview was held in the USPTO on 
September 13, 2005. 

At the interview, the claims were discussed vis-a-vis the prior art of 
Sauke and Fabinski. The Applicants stated that modifying Sauke in view of 
Fabinski would not produce the system of the present invention as recited in the 
claims. The applicant respectfully submitted that the modification of Sauke in 
view of Fabinski would produce a system with two reference chambers, each 
with only one isotoptic species. 
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The Examiner's preliminary review of the prior art was in 

agreement with this position, as Sauke's chamber includes both species, but each 

reference wavelength is only responsive to one of the species. However, the 

Examiner indicated that further consideration was required.
